PamLaADELPaiA, Dec. 27.—The brig- 
antine Josefa, from Montego Bay, Ja- 
} mica, brings the news of an outrage 
suffered at the hands of the Spanish 
Government. While discharging the 
cargo on the outward trip from New 
York to Arroyo Portorico, the Spanish 
Custom officials discovered that twenty 
packages of corn starch marked on the 
vessel’s manifest were missing.

VALUABLE iNDUSTRY. 
The Owens Lake Soda Works a 
Buccess. 

At the soda works at Keeler 2,000 
tons of crude soda are now ready for 
purifying. Of this, says the Inyo 
Independent, 20 per cent., or 400 


| worth $70 per ton. 


tens, will be bi-carbonate of soda, 
The other constit- 


vents are worth 30 per ton. The 
whole will therefore be worth $76,000. 
The purifying is done by a process 
discovered and patented by B. F. Gray, 
Superintendent of the works. This 
process is much more effective and 
cheaper than the old way of working. 
The force of men employed has re- 
cently been reduced, only twenty-one 
men now being at work, but many more 
will be employed next Spring. A 
great deal of work had to be done 
making tanks for purifying the soda. 
This is now nearly finished, and puri- 
fying will begin in afew days. Thirty 
tons a day will be purified. The 
source of supply is Owens Lake, and is 
inexhaustible.

Then came a 
few years of prosperity after the hy- 
draulic mining works were fully devel- 
oped, but this came to an end by the 
opinion of Judge Sawver and the 
watchfulness of the anti-mining spies.

For 
the past three years the mining men 
of that town have adopted a rule that 
they would pay no more for a mine 
than what the ore, actually developed, 
would yield. The miners won't sell 
at any such rates, saying that no man 
expects to buy land for the value of 
the crops growing upon it. It used to 
be a Common thing for miners to give 
a little over half of a mine to have it 
developed and have a mill built, but 
somehow the mine never paid until 
the original owners had been “‘ froze 
out.”

How smart most of us do get in our 
several professions! Thisis a peculiar 
weakness of all miners—they get so 
they know it all.

“UNSKILLED LABOR. 


What Men Without a Trade Earn in the 
City of Chicago. 

“There is hardly such a thing imaginable 
as unskilled labor among men,” said an in- 
telligent mechanic to a Chicago News re- 
porter. “We hear the term used very 
often,” he continued, because it dis- 
tinguishes the common. laborer from dhe 
skilled workman. It is a fact, however, 
that no matter how humble a man’s occupa- 
tion may be he still must have some skill. 
The one who shovels on the street must 
know how to use his shovel op*he can not 
perform the work to his own advantage or 
that of his employer. A man can not chop 
wood with any profit unless he can swing 
the axe skillfully; neither can he carry. the 
hod unless he knows how to load the brick 
in it and how to climb the ladder. There 
seems to be no such thing among civilized 


men as unskilled labor, but there is such a

thing as a trade. It is not the independent 
mechanic who needs the protection that is 
afforded by a union half so much as the 
helpless laborer who has no trade. He is 
at the mercy of every body, and no one fails 
to take advantage of his weakness. I my- 
self have seen strong, able-bodied Swedes 
go into the lumber-yards of Chicago and 
get but ninty cents a day, While men who 
could not do half as much work as they got 
$1.50, simply because the Swede could not 
. speak English. The Swede had learned to 
de the:work by serving a short apprentice- 
ship, but advantage was taken of his igno- 
rance.” 

The common laborer, who has only his 
muscle to sell, has much to .contend with 
m Chicago. His more skiliful brothers have 


sought to.protect themselves from the av- 
arice of capital by forming unions,.and have 


succeeded in dictating to What extent they 
may be. imposed upon. Under these cir- 
cumstances the burden of the common la- 
borer has been made harder to bear and the 
avarice of capital falls upon his devoted 
head alone. Rarely is the common laborer 
paid a sum sufficient te. maintain his family 
and educate his children. If he works upon 
the railroad in any capacity his income is 
never more than $1.40 a day; and when his 
board at the rate of 64 4 SST IA DEM BOF, 
much remains for his family. 
road freight houses he receives from #1.25 
to 81 50 a day, and in the barns of the street 
railroad com he gets 1.80 a day on 
the North side and 81.624 on the West and 
South sides. In the lumber-yards the pay 
ranges from 90-cents to $1.50 a day, old men 
receiving even less than 90 cents. In the 
labor of unloading boats the pay is never 
more than 20 cents an hour, and the work 
is exceedingly irregular. Men who work 
about buildings in the course of erection, 


helping brick-layers and -stone-masons, get 
an average of $1.25 a day. In the matter of 
hours the common laborer: is again suhject- 
ed to hardships, having to remain long after 
he sees skilled workmen lay down their 
tools and go home. With these indisputa-
